BIG POT OF GOLD 
FOUND AT NEW HOPE

flore Than $30,000 Said to Have Been Un­ 
earthed There on Old SibJ(ei Plantation 
' y r 
A man named Ikard has unearthed a 
pot of gold in Madison county con- 
tainlng between $33,000 and $34.000, 
According to well grounded 
advices 
reaching here today. The money wag 
found on a farm six miles east of 
Hobbs Island and near New- Hope, for­ 
merly belonging to A. H. Sibley, fath­ 
er of M. J. Sibley of this place. ^ 
Mr. Sibley owned several thousand 
acrfts of this rich land Muring ante­ 
bellum days. He worked many slaves 
and just before the war collected a 
large amount of money, acrordfng to 
his son here, and was preparing to 
make a trip to% Virginia to purchase 
other slaves when he was killed by a 
northern soldier at New llopc. W hat 
relatives 
became of the money his 
never knew, unless the Federal sol­ 
dier sot possession of It. 
Mr. Ikard, who is a share cropper 


on the old Sibley plantation, wfas pre­ 
paring a turnip patch on a plot of 
ground where many years ago the 
Sibleys had operated a horse cotton 
gin. 
While breaking up the ground 
he unearthed the pot. that contained 
the gold. 
He quickly employed an 
automobMe. tt Is said, and carried the 
money to H untsville a n d there d e p o rt­ 
ed it in the bank.

In tto vRtege of Capacho, among 
Uto mountains of Von asuela, there wu* 
born, in 1858, a peasant named Cip­ 
riano Castro, 
According to a state 
nsent made by him some forty year* 
later, "Christopher Columbus discov­ 
ered the new world on October 12, 
1482, and three hundred and sixty-nlx 
yaars later God willed that ! shoul 1 
be born for the service of humanity 
and liberty.’’ |u»t how much serv’ee 
Castro was to humanity and liberty 
remains a matted for argument. 
His parents were Hpanish mestizos 
(halfbreeds) and very poor. 
He re­ 
ceived Uttle 
schooling, 
but 
fro^n 
earliest boyhood it was apparent he 
had qualities which forecasted his 
ability to lead men. In bis heart was 
a deep longing to engage in politice, 
and. while working as a ranch hand, 
he gradually secured a number of re­ 
cruits to his idealistic plan of cam­ 
paign. 
In 1886, with a number of follow'- 
ers, he engaged in battle with General 
Morales, representing the Lope* gov­ 
ernment and. scored a decisive victory 
over the government forces. 
This 
exploit brought him into the lime­ 
light; numerous recruits flocked to 
hi* standard and he became Liberal 
leader of his state. 
* 
In 1892 General Crespo 
revolted 
against the administration and Castro 
threw his lot with General Palacios, 
who was leader of the government 
forces. The fruits of victory weré not 
hhs, however, and when the Palacios 
forces were crushed by Crespo, Cas­ 
tro retreated over the border 
into 
Colombia, where for stx years he con­ 
tented himself with ranching on/ a 
large tract of land which he pur­ 
chased with the proceeds of numer­ 
ous raids. 
,In 1897 General Andrade succeeded 
to the presidency of Venezuela and 
Castro was invited to return to Cara­ 
cas. 
He accepted the invitation, met 
the president sad, enraged at some­ 
thing which Andrade said to him, «eft 
the "Yellow House,’’ thirsting for re­ 
venge. 
He returned 
to ,Colombia, 
where the autheri&bs at Andrada’e re­ 
quest tried to capture him. He elud­ 
ed the officers and escaped. 
After a period of hiding he suc­ 
ceeded in raising a small force, irvl 
in 1899 invaded Venezuela. 
At the 
time he crossed the border he had 
but twenty men; but thousands ral­ 
lied to his banner and as he neared 
CardTas his army was further swelled 
by deserting government troops ^nd 
natives. 
The flower of the loyal troops 
were sent against him. 
He defeated 
his opponents and continued his ad­ 
vance. On March 30, 1901, he entered 
the city of Caracas, proclaimed him­ 
self “supreme military leader” and 
then took to his bed, badly wounded, sronie was cold, and then went to Mex 
The following February he was elect­ 
ed president and for six years he pur­ 
sued a course which astonished the 
world. 


He exercised his power to remove 
what to termed as “evil foreign In­ 
fluences" and hie persecutions of few- 
eigncrs brought about numerous in- 
[national complications which final­ 
ly led to ble downfsl|. His method of 
procedure wa# to fo«ce foreign-oer«- 
ed compontes into bankruptcy to re­ 
calling their charters and buying them 
in for a mere song. 
Through this 
method he controlled seventy-two rut 
of 116 foreign enterprises and amass­ 
ed a fortune of some eight million 
dollars, which he deposited in Lon­ 
don, Paris and Hamburg. 
The United States and France w ire 
kept in a state of continual expecta­ 
tion through hie animosity, and whan 
be thought there w-as e chance of in­ 
tervention in 1906 he resigned the 
presidency* 
In the tetter part of the same year, 
when things had blown over to some 
extent, he returned and resumed the 
office, but. through his excesses. Ids 
health gradually was undermined to 
such an extent that in 1908 he was 
forced to go to Europe for surgical 
aid. 
During his absence the vice-presi­ 
dent, Juan Virante Gomes, demanded 
that he be declared an outlaw iad 
took over the presidency. ' 
Infuriated at what he termed »to- 
mez’s treachery, Castro left Spain in 
March. 1909, for Trinidad, but was 
Intercepted at Port de France Marti­ 
nique, ai.d was compelled to m u ra 
to Spain. 
He became conspicuous in various 
European resorts and made frequent 
attempts to foment revolution in his 
native land. 
On December 31, 1912, he arrived 
in the United States under the name 
of Ruez, but was recognized and held 
at Ellis Island as an 
undesirable 
alien. 
He was later released on a 
writt of habeas corpus, granted by 
Judge Holt of the United States su­ 
preme court, and straightway laid 
plans for further revolution in Vene­ 
zuela. 
| 


He later went to Cuba and return­ 
ed to the United States for the first 
inauguration of President Wilson. On 
March 16, 1913, he left for Europe. 
Soon afterward 
he 
appeared in 
Venezuela, took to the Held against 
Gomez and was subsequently defeat­ 
ed. In 1916 he again returned to "be 
United States and was denied admis­ 
sion, but was later allowed to enter 
through the ruling of Secretary Wil­ 
son. 
He left the latter part of 1916 »or 
Cuba and soon after returned to Eu­ 
rope. 
Wherever he goes he is xeDt 
under constant restraint by the secret 
service men of whatever nation he 
happens to be in. He recently virited 
Cpba and Porto Rico, where his wel-
